Tho  Committee  on  Statistics  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report : 
That  the  total  nuniborufUuuiiroyations  in  coiineclion  Avitli  tlie'church 
oa  the  first  day  of  April,  was  115.     Of  this  number  93  bad  Ministers 
wiiile  22  were  vacant. f  ' 

97  Returns — G  being  double,  as  coniinj?  from  Congregations  whose 
Ministers  regularly  olliciato  in  two  Churches,  and  12  from  vacant  Con- 
gregations—have been  received  by  the  Committee.  10  Kirk  Sessions 
having  Ministers,  besides  8  vacant  Congregations,  (some  of  which, 
however,  onglit  ))erliaps  rather  to  be  regarded  meanwhile,  as  Prcachino' 
Stations  than  Congregations  organised)  Iiavo  not  only  disobeyed  tlie 
injunctions  of  Synod,  as  ■■•iveu  last  year,  but  also  tho  peiemptory 
orders  exjtressed  by  the  Sy  i'  jd  of  the  present  year,  through  the  Moderator 
to  deiaultcis.     These  are  '

London,  Woodstock  and  Norwich,  in  the  Presbytery  of  London 
with  the  vacant  Congregations  of  Spencerville,  Camden,   Whitby,  Xew 
Richmond,  St.  Eustache,  Vankleek  Hill,  Beamsville  and  Puslinch.    The 
return  from  Richmond  (Presbytery  of  liathurst)   the  Comn:ittee  regret 
to  find  has  gone  andssing. 

The  greater  number  id'  those  returns  which  have  been  received  are 
more  or  less  incomplete,  while  many  of  them  are  very  imperfectlv 
answered. 

In  connection  with  those  Churches  which  have  reported,  there  are 
'(j.'iKi  Families,  ll,37T  Communicants  (l)eing  a  net  increase  over  the 
former  year  of  089)  with  an  attendance  on  Divine  Ordinances  of  14,974. 
In  5  returns  the  number  of  Fanulies  is  not  given ;  in  0,  the  number  of 
Communicants  ;  and  in  7,  the  attendance.  The  attendance  given,  it  mav 
be  remarked,  is  that  of  the  Morning,  which,  it  appears,  is  generally  consid- 
erably larger  than  tliat  of  the  Afternoon  ur  Evening.  It  ought,  however 
to  be  noted  t!iat  the  actual  attendance  is  more  than  this,  as  the  Ministers  of 
tiie  country  charges,  (and  they  are  by  far  the  more  numerous)  usually 
conductDi  vine  Service,  as  is  well  known,  in  dilferent  Churches  or  Preach- 
ing Stations  in  the  after  parts  of  the  day  to  Congregations  for  the  most 
part  did'ereut,  iu  very  many  cases,  to  Congregations  entirely  dillerent.

In  connection  with  89  Churches,  there  are  42G  acting  Ehlors,  being 
nearly  live  to  each  Ciuirch,  a  large  iStall"  of  Antiistants  to  Mlnistcr.s  in 
spiritual  thiiiirs,  if  they  endeavour  to  discharge  aright  the  duties  of  their 
huiioralile  ottice. 

There  is  a  Sabliath  Pcliool  in  connection  with  GO  Churches  which 
have  rei)orted,  slu-wing  an  attendance  of  4,22(),  heiiig  n-ore  than  GO  to 
each  school.  4!^  of  these  schools  are  furnished  with  liilirarics,  the  ag- 
gregate nunilxM  of  whose  A'olimies  amounts  to  ll,24!t.  licsidis  a 
Kahb.ith  School,  there  is  a  Bible  Class  in  connection  with  35  Churches 
attended  by  818  ]iu]iils.  There  is  also  a  Congregational  Library  in 
connection  with  ;iri  Churches,  conii)rising  5,401  Volumes.  23  (Jiiurclies 
of  those  reported  (having  Jlinisters)  have  no  .Sabbath  School  at  present. 
The  great  distnncir  of  families  from  Church  in  many  places,  couiiled 
with  the  fact  before  noticed  that  nuiny  of  the  Ministers  ofHciate  every 
Sunday  in  two  or  more  Churches  or  Preaching  Stations,  at  distances 
considerably  apart,  having  therefore  little  time  to  attend  to  the  teach- 
ing of  the  young  on  that  day,  seems  to  be  the  chief  cause  of  their  not 
having  amongst  tliem  tlii.;  nursery  of  tlie  future  Church.  It  is  pleasing 
liowever  to  liml  that  several  Ministers  are  struggling  to  overcome  the 
ditiiculties  of  their  jiosition  in  this  respect  as  well  as  in  others,  and  are 
attem]iting  to  maintain  Sabbath  Schools  during  the  summer  months. 

During  the  year  upwards  of  1,700  little  ones  have  been  dedicated  in 
Bai)tisni  unto  Him  who  said,  "Suffer  the  little  children  to  come  unto 
lue,  and  forbid  them  not." 

In  19  Ch'.irches  which  have  reported  to  Your  Committee,  the  Sacra- 
ment of  tlie  Lord's  Supj'cr  is  dispensed  once  a  j.  car  ;  in  54,  twice  ;  in 
7,  three  times  ;  and  In  1,  quarterly ;  while  several  do  not  reply  to  the 
query. 

In  .T2  Churches,  services  on  three  several  week  days  are  connected 
with  the  observance  of  this  solemn  rite  ;  in  32,  there  are  services  on 
two  week  days  ;  in  14,  there  is  service  on  only  one.  The  others  do  not 
furnish  any  information  on  the  point.  If  practicable,  it  is  c-ertainly 
desirable  to  have  greater  uniformity  in  the  practice  of  Ciiurches  both 
in  regard  to  the  number  of  times  the  Lord's  SuiJjier  is  disj.enscd  in  the 
course  of  each  year,  and  also  as  to  the  week  days  on  which  Services  are 
held  in  connection  with  the  administration  of  this  Ordinance. 

21  Ministers  hold  a  week  day  service  througiiout  the  year,  in  most 
cases  an  Evening  Meeting  for  prayer,  and  8  have  a  monthly  Missionary 
Meeting,  while  a  considerable  number  st."*e  that  they  have  occasional 
week  (hiy  Service?. 

In  reference  to  Sabbath  Observance,  the  answers  received  arc  upon 
the  whole  satisfactory,  evidencing  a  becoming  respect  for  the  sacred 
day  of  rest.  Those  regarding  Family  Worship  are  vague  and  inexplicit, 
betraying  a  marked  uncertainty  in  th('  minds  of  Sessions,  whetlier  this 
very  essential  and  incumbent  Christian  duty  is  observed  or  neglected 
by  Families. 

The  total  amount  for  the  year  of  the  ordinary  Sabbath  Collections  of 
6G  Congregations  is  $fi,GG9.03J.  One  or  two  of  this  number  state  that 
they  have  only  recently  commenced  to  take  n\>  Ordinary  Sabbath  Col- 
lections. IG  others,  of  which  8  are  in  the  Presbytery  ofToronto,  either 
do  not  reply  to  the  query  at  all,  or  say,  that  they  do  not  make  Collec- 
tions, save  for  speciiil  purposes. 

Besides  the  ordinary  Sabbath  Collections  the  sum  of  S5,213.4GJ  has 
been  contributed  by  85  Congregations  for  Missionary  and  Sy nodical 
purposes.  The  contribution  to  Synod  Fund,  being  by  many  Cotigrega- 
tions  paid  out  of  the  ordinary  Collections,  should  not  in  the  ca.sc  of  those 
who  do  this,  have  appeared  as  a  Special  (Collection  or  Contribution,  as 
in  this  way  it  tomes  to  be  reckoned  twice ;  but  in  most  cases,  your 
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Comiiiittce  had  no  mcaiig  of  knowing  whether  a  Collection  hnd  been 
made  for  the  pnrijose,  or  wlietiier  tiio  umount  had  been  tal<en  from  the 
Sessional  Fiiniis.  In  addition  to  this  sum  of  §5,'213.40J,  wliicli  is  al- 
togctiior  irrespectiv"  of  tlie  very  large  coiitribiitionH  of  several  Congre- 
gations of  the  Church  to  the  (leneral  Jlonio  Mission  Fund,  i?3,l!37.27 
have  been  contributed  for  "  other  purposes  "  or  as  named  in  tlie  head- 
ing of  general  and  classilied  sheets  Xo.  2,  "  Miscellaneous  objects," 
making  with  ordinary  Sabbath  Ojllections  :?ir>,l  19.77.  If  to  this 
sum  be  added  the  amount  of  stipend  received  by  Ministers,  tiie  total 
amount  raiseil  for  all  purposes  during  the  year,  "save  tiiose  for  Church 
Building  and  tlie  General  Home  Mission  Fund  of  the  Church  (of  which 
the  Committee  iiave  not  been  furnished  with  any  correct  or  full  state- 
ments) is  found  to  be  $:i8,;)2(;.r)0,  from  which,  if  the  Revenue  accruing 
from  Property,  S:,788.40  be  deducted,  there  remains  $30,137.10,  being 
pure  contributions.

Sessions   Returns   have  been  received,  officiate,  in   addition   to   their 
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Churches,  at  90  TrcacliiufT  Stiitionsi, — that  ihcro  art;  oiioninrrg  for  Mission- 
nry  Labor  in  28  ditrcn'iii  iilaccs,  -while  in  30,  Chiircht-d  are  saiil  to  be 
required,  where  at  present  there  are  none.

In  what  ]iroporlion3  this  debt  is  distributed  among  the  various  Pres- 
byteries will  be  seen  by  referring  to  classified  Sheet  ^'o.  1,  acconipanyiu"' 
this  Report. 

The  above  mentioned  debt  is  on  the  Church  Property  of  35  Con^rregn- 
tions  and  in  sums  of,  from  ^^10  to  !?30,000.  Efforts  to  licpiidate  it  are  at 
l)resent  being  made  liy  23  of  these. 

In  connection  witii  31  Churclies  which  have  reported,  there  arc  no 
JIanscs  ;  in  connection  with  20,  there  are  no  Glebes  ;  while  20  huve 
neither  Manses  nor  Glebes.  The  returns  from  five  of  these  state,  that 
efforts  are  being  made  to  ))roc'ure  the  one  or  the  other. 

The  Committee  would  rcsi)ectfully  suggest  to  Hynod,  that  llie  atten- 
tion of  the  Committee  on  Church  Properly  should  be  called  to  the  title 
of  the  Church  of  Dundee — to  that  of  St.  John's,  Hamilton  (which  is  said 
to  be  disputed),  and  also  to  that  of  North  Dorchester.  They  would 
likewise  suggest  to  the  attention  of  the  Synod,  that  in  tluMr  opinion. 
Congregations  should  be  furnished  annually  (as  the  Laws  of  the  Pro- 
vince relating  to  Ciinrch  Property  now  provide),  with  a  report  of  the 
receipt  and  aiii)ropriation  of  all  revenues  receiveil  by  Trustees  from  all 
Glebes  and  otlier  jirojicrties  belonging  to  the  several  Congregations, 
and  which  are  held  in  trust  by  such  Trustees  or  Managers. 

In  40  Ciiurches  from  which  Returns  have  been  received,  tlic  sittings 
are  let.  In  a  few,  the  sittings  have  been  sold  either  absolutely  or  uiulor 
certain  regulations.  In  all  the  other  Churches,  the  sittings  whiJefree,  are 
regarded  as  belonging  to  those  who,  for  the  time  being,  contribute  to 
the  maintenance  of  Divine  Ordin.'inces.  The  rate  of  sitting  in  those 
Churches,  in  which  the  Pews  arc  let,  averages  from  !?0.50  to  ft. 00. 
The  average  rate  of  sitting  in  the  Pounds  of  each  Presbytery  will  be 
seen  by  retl'rring  to  classitied  Sheet  No.  1.  That  of  the  whole  Church 
is  Si  134^

32  Congregations  rejiort  arrears  amounting  in  all  to  $tj850-37.  The 
Coiigrogaticns  in  the  I'rcsliytery  of  llauiiltou,  occupy  the  uueuviablc 
posili(Hi  of  being  the  largest  in  arrears  to  tlieir  Miuislers.  tliese  being  no 
less  tlian  $1900-12.  The  Congregations  in  the  Presbytery  of  Hathurst 
come  uexf,owing$i;i8000,  those  in  Gle'.garrynext,  owing  $1210-00.  The 
Congregations  in  tiie  Presbytery  of  ToroiUo,  in  proportion  to  their 
numbers,  are  the  least  in  arrears,  the  amount  of  Stipend  promised  by 
them  being  $0180,  and  the  arrears  only  $()54. 

One  Congrcgalion  in  the  Presbytery  of  Kingston  reports  arrears  to 
the  amount  of  $550.  Tlie  arrears  of  three  Congregations  amount  to  the 
sum  of  $1475-79. 

Besides  $(;85()-37  arrears  of  32  Congregations  before  mentioned,  it  is 
evident  from  tabular  siieet  \o.  2,  that  the  arrears  of  the  past  year 
(irrespective  of  any  of  former  years)  of  0  otliers,  though  not  stated,  are 
$430,  making  a  total  of  $7280-37,  arrears  of  38  Congregations  ;  and  it  is 
equally  evident  that  if  those  .Managers  wiio  iiave  wilhiield  iaturmation 
on  this  point,  had  honestly  reported,  the  aggregate  amount  of  arrears 
would  have  been  even  much  greater. 

The   total  arrears  owing  bv  those  38   Congregations  are  about  one 
fourth  of  the  amount  of  Stipends,  promised  by  the  wiiole  Church.

Tlimi^'li  till'  arrears  of  tlu'  small  StijuMuls  of  tlu'  Ministers  of  the 
Cliircli  iw  as  l.etori'  niontidnod,  and  tlic  Ti'niporalitit-s  so  ill  cared  for, 
this  (loos  not  arise  from  a  deliciency  in  the  niinilicr  of  jiersons  liohlinj^ 
the  ntliec  of  Mana^jers,  for  the  I'elurns  received  froiii  H'J  t'(inj,'rej,Mtions 
give  an  average  of  more  than  (i  to  each  Church.  Indeed  it  apjiears,  in 
not  a  few  cases  that  the  larger  the  body  of  tenijioral  Managers  in  a 
Church,  just  so  much  the  less  are  the  Tem|ioialiti( .-'  duly  cared  for. 
Your  Committee  being  deeidy  impressed  with  the  impdrtance  of  tins 
matter,  and  the  urgent  necessity  of  ste|is  being  taken  to  remedy  tiiis 
increasing  evil,  which  is  daily  enfeebling  the  energies  (d'  Ministers,  and 
exerting  a  baneful  inlluence  upun  very  many  Congregations,  would  res- 
pectfully diiect  the  attention  of  Syuod  to  the  serious  consideration  of 
the  Temporalities  of  the  Church.  Considering  the  sinallness  of  the 
Stipends  pmniised,  the  large  arrears  owing  by  many  (Jongregatloug 
shew,  nut  so  much  the  material  poverty  of  the  people,  as  the  low  state 
of  the  Christianity  of  very  nn\ny  of  them.  If  men  be  not  honest,  need 
it  be  said,  they  are  not  Christian?  "Will  a  man  rob(Jod?  Vet  yo 
have  robbed  me.''  (Malachi  III.  H).  And  is  it  to  be  reasonably  exjicctt'd 
that  (Ind  will  bless  the  labors  id'  his  ministering  servants  to  such  ?  It 
cannot  be  expected.  This  state  of  things,  it  is  possible,  may  arise  in 
many  instances,  not  from  dishonesty  or  an  attempt  to  defraud  God's 
Ministers  of  a  itrt/jKirtion  of  the  pitiful  sum  dignified  by  tlu'  name  of 
Stipend,  so  much  as  from  carelessness  and  indill'erence.  If  so,  it  is  a 
car'.dessness  and  an  indiU'erence  -which  are  highly  culiiable.  Ami  if  tho 
disease  that  is  preying  upon  the  Christianity  of  numy  Congregations, 
and  paralyzing  ihe  energies  of  not  a  few  able  Ministers,  be  capable  of  a 
cure,  it  ought  surely  inunediatcdy  to  be  attemjited.  To  ((Ut)te  from  the 
excellent  address  of  our  present  revered  Moderator  at  the  close  of 
Synod  : — 

"  The  responsibility  of  the  Synod  and  Presbyteries  is  peculiarly 
"  great.  No  delicacy  of  feeling  should  hinder  them  from  devising  and 
*'  carrying  into  prompt  (i]ierali(iii  an  economy  that  would  set  the  minds 
"  of  Ministers  free  from  the  absorbing,  racking,  cares  of  life,  an  economy 
"  liberal,  yet  prudent,  that  w.uild  check  avarice,  repress  selfishness  and 
"  be  a  sure  token  that  Christian  charity  and  benevolence  (the  genuine 
"  fruits  of  Christianiiy)  were  prevailing  more  largely  in  every  congre- 
"  galion.  Unless  something  of  this  siu'l  be  done,  you  may  legislate  as 
"  you  may  for  the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  peoide  under  your  superin- 
"  tendence.  You  may  j)Ut  forth  the  most  assiduous  etlbrts  for  the  ck- 
"  tension  of  the  Church.  Vou  may  be  zealous  for  the  conversion  of  the 
"  heathen  to  the  faith  of  Christ.  i!ut  your  laws  will  stand  inoperative 
"  on  3'our  records,  eviileiices  of  a  pretentious  zeal  and  monuments  of 
"folly;  your  Cidlege  Halls  will  be  deserted;  your  churches  will  he 
"  empty;  vour  pulpits  supplied  from  the  very  refuse  of  corrupted  huma- 
"  nity. 

"  The  hardships  and  jirivations  incident  to  new  settlements  liave 
"  hitherto  preventeil  aiid  will  for  some  time  continue  to  prevent  the  for- 
"  mation  of  an  eflicient  ecclesiastical  organization.  Inability  at  lirst 
"  becomes  indilference  in  better  circumstances,  and  the  Minister,  who 
"  contenteilly  l(dled  with  his  flock  in  poverty,  is  left  to  toil  on  without 
"  sharing  the  fruits  of  their  prosperity.  Inadeipnitely  and  irregularly 
"  paid,  he  is  too  often  driven  from  a  field  where  his  ullectioiiH  centred, 
"  and  they  are  left  without  the  regular  administration  of  Divine  ordin- 
"  ance,  or  to  find  a  successor  whose  cjualilioalions  seldom  rise  above  the 


"  iniHuniblo  pittnnce  thcj  bcitnw.  It  is  Uie  natural  effect  of  Iho  voliin- 
"  tiiry  sy.stem  that  tlio  al.ilily  of  the  labourer  is  (renerally  in  iiropurtioii 
"  to  tli(3  prieo  paid  fur  lii:<  worl<.  In  a  worlclly-niiiuiea  ii),a-  sucli  as  thisi, 
«•  and  wiiere  men  are  ho  indllferent  to  tiieir  true  interests,  tiuit  they  niudt 
"  lie  iirvs^fd  into  the  Kin-,'.ioni  of  Heaven,  tliere  can  be  liltio  c.v|>"etation 
"  that  under  sneh  a  system  l{eli;,'ion  will  ilourisL,  or  the  knowledge  of 
"  the  (Jospel  be  greatly  extended. 

"  They  that  serve  at  tlie  altar  shall  live  by  the  altar.  That  tliev  may 
"  wholly  devote  themselves  to  their  work,  their  maiuteuauue  must  be 
"  ndeipiate,  and  statedly  and  regularly  paid." 

The  Committee  in  concliisir.,,  would  respectfully  rejiresent  that  in 
endeavouring  to  carry  out  the  views  of  the  Synod,  and  the  very  generally 
expressed  views  of  the  Church  at  large  in'relalion  to  Congregational 
Statistics  they  have  used  all  diligence  to  obtain  the  necessary  infuriua- 
tion.  Th'jir  labors,  though  onerous,  have  been  cheerfully  directed  to 
the  end  inviow,  and  the  only  regret  felt  by  the  Committee  is,  that  the 
absence  of  full  Returns,  considerably  detracts  from  the  value  ot  these 
labors.  The  Committee  are  unanimously  of  opinion  that  the  object 
contemplaU'd  in  obtaining  these  Statistical  Returns  is  to  ju'esent  from 
time  to  time  a  comparative  statement  of  the  general  elTiciency  and 
progress  of  the  Church,  and  that  therefiu-e  it  is  unnecessary,  indeed, 
that  it  would  be  very  (|uestioiuil)le  policy  to  attemi)t  obtaiiiing  such 
Returns  annually,  but  that  the  object  would  b«  more  satisfactorily  secured 
by  i>rescntiiig  such  a  statement  at  regular  intervals,  say  of  three  years. 
As  the  Committee  do  not  f(»ra  moment  doubt  that  this  course  will  appear 
proper  and  desirable,  they  deem  it  unnecessary  to  advance  any  arguments 
in  support  of  it.  It  is  evident  that  in  every  (Jongregation  there  may  bo 
certain  temporary  causes,  a  falling  off  in  some  one  point  or  another, 
wliile  an  average,  say,  of  three  years,  might  exhibit  a  steady  prosperity 
upon  the  whole. 

The  vague  and  imperfect  answers  returiu'd  to  many  of  tiie  queries  ren- 
ders it  necessary  that  some  more  satisfactory  method  of  oblaining  the 
desired  information  be  devised,  and  to  this  end,  the  Committee  respect- 
fully recommend,  that  w.'iether  the  Returns  be  hereafter  made  yearly,  or 
at  intervals  of  three  years,  one  or  more  competent  pcisons  in  each  I'res- 
bytery  be  apjiointed  to  act  as  Enumerators,  to  wait  upon  the  Session, 
and  managers  of  each  (Jongregation,  and  personally  to  olitain  from 
them,  full  and  accurate  Returns.  The  labors  of  the  Committee  would 
thus  be  materially  lightened,  and  a  full  and  reliable  statement  of  the 
progress  and  ]u-osperity  of  tlie  Church  would  result.  In  the  event  cif 
this  suggestion  meeting  the  approval  of  Synml,  the  (/ommittee  have  no 
hesitation  in  stating  their  belief,  that  in  each  Presbytery,  there  are  Lay- 
men to  be  found  of  suHicient  intelligence,  public  spirit,  and  zeal  for  tl>e 
Church,  who  would  cheerfully  devote  the  necessary  time  to  this  impor- 
tant work. 

Tliey  also  beg  to  suggest  that  the  Synod  appoint  a  Committee  to 
revise  the  queries  contained  in  tiie  Schedule,  and  likewise  to  re-consider 
the  form  and  order  of  the  Tabular  Sheets.
